And he soon found that 
Ewards could play. From that 
moment on, Duncan Edwards’ 
future career was assured, and 
before leng the whole cf Dudicy 
Iknew thig fud with genius in his 
football boots. None of this 
affected Duntty. He was too busy 
playing, anywhere and overy- 
whero ul every’ possible 
moment. He was never secn 
wihout w ball, at lis feet; he 
would dribble’ it {0 school and 
home again, His school funch 
hour was devoted to tennis ball 
soceer in the playground, 
ufter school he would be off to 
the grounds of Dudley Castle 
and play not only until dusic 
but until well after darlc. 

And when his father, a 
metal worker, used to chide him

Amatour Forms 


All thelr enquiries satisficd, 
United waited until he left 
school nt Easter in 1052 and 
then assistant manager Jimmy 
Murphy went down to Dudley.
